As Jackson was known to have car­ 
ried a good deal of money, Hie sup­ 
position was that he had been mur­ 
dered by someone who had either lost 
his nerve or who feared to take tile 
watch and jewelry because they could 
be too easily traced.

. OF INCOME TAX 


Deputy Collector Smarsh Calls 
Attention to Changes in 
Rulings. 


EXEMPTIONS 
EXPLAINED 


One Clause 
Relates to Requiring 
a 
Return on 
All Gross I Ufo rn es 
of 
*$5,000 or More. 


The Revenue 
Act o f 1921 
contains 
two new 
and im portant 
provisions, 
which are the subject o f frequent in­ 
quiry, says V. J . Sm arsh, deputy col­ 
lector 
of Internal 
Revenue, in 
this 
county. 
The first relates to the per­ 
sonal exemptions allowed m arried per­ 
sons, and the second to th e provision 
requiring th a t 
a retu rn be made 
of 
gross income of $5000 o r m ore. 
The act provides th a t a m arried per­ 
son, 
living with 
husband or 
wife, 
whose net income for 1921 was $5000 
or 
less shall be 
allowed a 
personal 
exemption 
of $2500. 
If the net 
in­ 
come of such persons was over $5000 
the exemption is $2000 U nder the Rev­ 
enue Act of 1918 the personal exem p­ 
tion allowed 
a m arried person 
was 
$2000 regardless 
the am ount of 
net 
income. 
The normal tax rate rem ains 
unchanged, 
4 per cent 
on the 
first 
$4000 of net income above the exem p­ 
tions and 8 per cent on the rem aining 
net income. 
In order th at an income slightly in 
excess of $5000 shall not be subjected 
to 
an inordinately 
d isp ro p o rtio n ate 
tax because 
of the reduction o f 
the 
exemption to $2000 thereon, the law 
provides th a t such reduction shall not 
operate 
to increase 
the tax, 
which 
would 
be payable 
if the 
exemption 
were $2500, by more than the amount 
of the net income in excess of $5000. 
F or 
example, on 
a net income of 
$5010, 
the tax, w ithout 
this saving 
clause, would bu $120.40, which is 4 
per ceflt on $3010, the amount of net 
income less an 
exemption of 
$2000. 
I he actual tax is $110.40, computed 
as follows: 
from 
the net income 
off 
$5010 is deducted $2500, leaving $2510, 
the 4 per cent tax on which am ounts * 
to $100.40. 
To this is added $10, the J 
am ount 
of net income 
in excess 
of I 
$5000.

GAS TAX PA Y IN G 


December Brought in Largest Amount 
To State. 


December paym ents of State g a s - ; 
d in e tax, which covered the tax 
on 
sales during November, 
went higher 
than in any month since the new law 
has been in force, the treasury g e t - 1 
ting over 
$190,000. 
H alf 
of this 
sum is to go to the general funds of j 
the State, while the rest goes into 


the fund frhich the State will distrib­ 
ute am ong the various counties in 
proportion to their paym ents. 
The system of collecting the tax 
is now reported by State officials to 
be running smoothly and the number 
of questions about the tax to be de­ 
creasing. 
The largest single paym ents have 
run over $30,000, while the sm allest 
have been as low* as a quarter, or less 
than the cost of the affidavit. 
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
